After making a careful ex­ 
amination, aud ascertaining that two 
sections of the vertebrae. or back 
bone, had b e e n wrenched from poi! 
lion. Dr. MrPadden telephoned for 
Dr, Leach, of Columbus, and he intr 
rled down at once. 
The two physicians then proceed­ 
ed to place the vertebrae hack into 
position at the risk of causing al­ 
most in-titut death, the two physi­ 
cians placed the bones hack 
into 
position, and the paralysis of the 
lower extremities disappeared, leav­ 
ing file injured man in a very weak 
condition, but on the road to recov­ 
ery. 
The Injury was one of tin* most 
rare known aud except in rare in­ 
stances results in (leatii or perma­ 
nent injury. 
The two physicians 
literally snatched th* lr patient from 
the very jaw* of death. 
A speedy recovery 
is 
expected 
now that the injured bones ar*- plac­ 
ed in position without, it is now be­ 
lieved, injury to Hie delicate spinal 
cord.
